Tips for better picking: 

Tips on picking vary some- 
what. Quigs Orchard strongly 
suggests that customers come 
early for the best selection due 
to a light crop this year. 

However Zieglers orchard ad- 
vises -that those interested in 
sweeter tasting apples might 
want to pick more toward the end 
of the month, since it is the cold 
nights, rather than the hot days, 
that make apples ripen best. 

For the late, winter pears 
available at Zieglers, Helga 
Ziegler advises that, although 
the pears are a gorgeous red they 
will be a little bitter and very 
hard. She advises waiting until 
they are fully ripe or letting 
them sit a few weeks or more. If 



you do, she promises, the pears 
will be extremely juicy and 
sweet. 

Wauconda Orchard strongly ad- 
vises the use of plastic bags for 
storage of apples, since apples 
tend to keep better in plastic* 

Helga Ziegler warns that honey 
listed as "apple blossom honey" 
might be slightly misleading, 
since bees don't tend to differen- 
tiate between blossoms and they 
are not routinely followed to see 
where precisely they collect their 

pollen, but a good, general rule 
of thumb is that the darker 
honey is from wildflowers and 
the lighter honey is from other 
blossom varieties.

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Antioch Woman's Club recounts 70 year history

The Antioch Woman's Club retraced its 
history at a luncheon celebrating its 70th 
anniversary at the Gumce Holiday Inn. 

On hand to commemorate the 
anniversary were several past presidents, 
including Louise Vos, president in 1937 
and Florence Pcdcrson, 1981 president and 
current Women's Club 10th Dist. 
president 

Member Roberta Knirsch gave a brief 
account of the local club's development 
since its beginning at the special event 
earlier this month. 

In 1920, members of the U.S. Boys 
Relief of WWI decided to continue their 
works by founding the Antioch Woman's 
Club. By the next year, the club had 
sponsored the library organization, 
donating books and finding a home for it 
in a local store. The club also sponsored 
the first Boy Scout troop. 

With the outbreak of WWII, the 
Woman's Club bought defense bonds and 
made surgical dressing for the Red Cross. 
In 1946, the club became associated with 
the Veteran's hospitals and still continues 
to give parties once a month there. 
Educational scholarships were instituted 
in the 1950s, in which the club 
recognizes the outstanding senior boy and 
girl. 

In 1966, the Woman's Club helped form 
the Mental Health Assn. and began the 
annual Mental Health Ball to raise 
proceeds. The club also started a thrift 
shop for the association, manned by 
many club members. 

In 1973, it took responsibility for a 
yearly birthday party at Winchester House 
in Liberty villc, which continues today. 

The club became a beneficiary of the 
Lakes Region Historical Society in 1981 
and aided in the restoration of the old

Tough job ahead 



Amid all the flying clods of mud and 
the barrage of negative 30 section 
television spots, Illinois voters face a 
difficult job ahead in deciding who is best 
suited to serve as governor during the 
coming four years. 

It may boil down to ignoring what both

' Sooner or later, in Lake County's 
transformation from a suburban-rural area 
to an urban environment, clashes arc 
inevitable between who was first on the 
land and those who came later. In a 
nutshell, that spells out the basis of the 
conflict between Doug Daniels, a Buffalo 
Grove pig farmer, and officials of First 
American Bank, whose Buffalo Grove 
office is nearby. 

The conflict is embodied in the fact that 
pig farms smell, which is similar to the 
long-standing battle between O'Harc 
Airport and neighboring villages where 
residents are offended by jet noise. 

The Buffalo Grove controversy is the 
classic case of the newcomer vs. the old- 
timer. With the exception of O'Harc, 
where powerful political forces are 
supportive of the needs of a transportation 
facility, the old-timers almost always lose 
as the trend toward urbanization continues. 
Hang individual rights and "first come, 
first serve" doctrines. 

The Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency already is intervening on behalf of 



the bank on the grounds that familiar pig 
odors constitute a possible health threat in 
addition to being a nuisance. Mr, Daniels' 
days probably are numbered. 

Begging for an answer is the question 
why the Village of Buffalo Grove ever let 
such a situation develop? Village fathers 
ought to have been aware of a commercial 
area abutting land used for agricultural 
purposes and utilized their zoning powers 
and land use authority to prevent a 
collision. The scary thought is that 
maybe they didn't care, preferring to let 
nature take its course, in this case, 
permitting pig odors to waft over, the 
neighborhood. Cynical as this thought 
may be, it wouldn't be the first lime that 
an officialdom bent on rapid growth and 
development, looked the other way at 
potential problems. 

Farmer Daniels isn't to blame for hog 
B.O. Nor should the bankers be faulted, 
although they're probably a bit naive 
about what happens in a barn yard. The 
culprits arc the Buffalo Grove officials 
who permitted helter-skelter development.

Housing group 
facing big-time 
obstacles 

by BILL SCHROEDER 

County government has launched a 
much-needed inquiry into how to provide 
affordable housing in a locality where 
housing costs arc skyrocketing. Once 
again, county officials arc on the cutting 
edge of a pressing social problem. 

A 26-member task force was created by 
the Lake County Board in cooperation 
with the Lake County Economic 
Development Commission. The task 
force is charged with a simple mission: 
Determine strategics to make housing 
affordable for residents of all income 
levels. 

Jcffry J. Pickus of Waukcgan, task force 
chairman and head of a family business 
that has been building homes in the 
county for half a century, put it mildly 
when he observed that finding answers to 
providing affordable housing will be a 
"difficult task." Even defining what is 
affordable will be a mind-twisting chore. 

An affordable housing project is 
underway in North Chicago with a 
skirting range of S125,000. A contractor 
in the Inglcsidc area is selling homes like 
hot cakes at $90,000. Affordable housing 
in Libcrtyville is more than $200,000— 
rock bottom. Big-time developers in 
Gumee and Mundclcin arc shooting at an 
"affordable" market of $185,000. What's 
affordable in Bannockburn or Wynstonc 
outside of Wauconda? Try $750,000 or 
maybe a million dollars. A builder 
seeking approval of Fox Lake officials 
was almost apologetic talking about 
detached homes in the $145,000 range. 

The stumbling block of defining 
affordable housing will be only a straw in 
the road compared to getting municipal 
cooperation on closing the gap in Lake 
County between the jobs being created 
and available housing. Robert Chave, 
director of the Lake County Dcpt. of 
Planning, Zoning and Environmental 
Quality, identified the goal and aim of 
the task force as "insuring reasonable 
housing in proximity to employment." 

Chave is right on target in this 
observer's opinion, but he also is 
spotlighting an ugly fact of life— village 
officials speak an entirely different 
language when it comes to housing. The 
average village trustee's idea of new 
housing is a sprawling four bedroom 
executive mini-mansion(thrce-car garage a 
must), built on a spacious cul du sac with 
a green bell running through the 
backyard. The American "dream," to be

Sadly, Pickus mentioned that the 
municipal sub-committee is yet to be 
formed. Where's the leadership at the 
village level? Forward thinking leaders 
representing the municipalities must 
become enthusiastic members of the task 
force or county government is on another 
collision course with the villages.

years of labor tranquility on the education .

of Mark Rcinstcin, regional director of 
the Illinois Education Assn., a union 
representing the majority of teachers in. 
Lake County. And if labor peace ends, it 
will be in Wauconda, predicts Rcinstcin.

roads, sewer and water utilities, met storm 
water detention standards and provided any 
other utility deemed necessary. In addition, 
many were made to improve existing 
roads and oversize utilities to provide for 
more orderly development beyond their 
perimeters. The county impact fees are 
late on the scene and with the usual bally 
hoo as if something new had been 
developed. 

The County of Lake is unique in 
Illinois in the control over sewerage. 
Instead of allowing sanitary districts, such 
as North Shore or North West to expand 
their, boundaries through annexation, they

The blatant cruelty of a rodeo cannot be 
ignored, and certainly should not be 
tolerated by a civilized society.

If 
given the choice, would any of us 
volunteer to have a "bucking strap" 
cinched tightly around our abdomen, 
tightened near the large and small 
intestines and other vital organs, having it 
pinch our groin and genitals? 

Dr. C.G. Haber, a veterinarian who 
spent 30 years as a federal meat inspector, 
worked in slaughterhouses and saw many 
animals discarded from rodeos and sold for 
slaughter. He described the animals as 
being "so extensively bruised that the 
only areas in which the skin was attached 
( to the flesh) was the head, neck, leg and 
belly. I have seen animals with six to 
eight ribs broken from the spine, and at 
times, puncturing the lungs. I have seen 
as much as two to three gallons of free 
blood accumulated under detached skin," 

Animal rights is no "fad" as E.J. 
Neiburger calls it It is , in fact the 
rcverency of all life, both human and non- 
human. It is the determination to educate 
others of the widespread abuse of animals, 
and to bring compassion back into the 
world. 

Albert Schweitzer once said, "We need a 
boundless ethics which will include the 
animals also."

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Barkhausen plans to minimize 
cost of land acquisition 



Reacting to controversy 
over the expense of 
acquiring a portion of the 
Rlc. S3 corridor, State Sen. 
David N. Barkhausen (R- 
Lake Bluff) is suggesting a 
plan to minimize land 
acquisition expenses for 
stale highway projects. 

Barkhausen said the key 
to holding down costs is for 
the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation (IDOT) to be 
in direct communication 
with communities in the 
vicinity of road projects that 
arc on the drawing board. 

"The state paid $100,000 
an acre this year for land in 
Grayslake that is not far 
from another parcel for 
which the .cost was only 
515,000 an acre/ 
Barkhausen said. 

"IDOT had planned for 
years to site the Rte. S3 



corridor in this general 
area," Barkhausen 
continued. M If IDOT and 
Grayslake had been 
communicating, annexation 
and commercial zoning of 
the Grayslake parcel could 
have been prevented and the 
cost of the land to the state 
would have been much 
lower." 

Barkhausen said 
communities which support 
highway projects should 
make sure they are not 
inadvertently taking steps 
which will increase the 
expense of acquiring land, 
thereby making the project 
more expensive, delaying 
them or perhaps prohibiting 
them altogether. 

"On the other hand, IDOT 
officials say they have no 
way of knowing what 



actions communities might 
take concerning land that 
might be needed for 
highway improvement - 
this is nonsense," 
Barkhausen said. "IDOT has 
to spend so much money on 
this land that they ought to 
be sure they have the 
capability to keep track of 
local governmental actions 
that affect land prices, such 
as annexation and zoning 
decisions. There is no 
excuse for not staying on 
top of these developments 
when the failure to do so 
multiplies the cost of land 
acquisition enormously." 

Barkhausen urged IDOT 
and municipal officials to 
explore ways to improve 
communications between 
them in order to minimize 
the costs of land acquisition 
for highway projects.

QUESTION: What is glaucoma? Can it cause blindness? 

ANSWER: Glaucoma results frame excessive pressure on the optic nerve in the back of the 
eye, created by excessive build-up of the natural fluid inside the eye. It's the second leading 
cause of blindness among people over the age of 40. Fortunately, with early diagnosis and 
treatment this problem can almost always be controlled and blindness prevented. 

The fluid keeps the eye from collapsing. As fresh fluid is produced, the excess drains out 
through a meshwork of tissue. If this drainage path is blocked, pressure builds and begins to 
damage the optic nerve which carries visual images from the eye to the brain. Gradually, 
peripheral or side vision is lost. Eventually the glaucoma victim can only see straight ahead 
through tunnel vision." Over time all sight may be lost. Previous damage cannot be reversed, 
but when glaucoma is diagnosed it can be treated with eye drops or medication. If this is not 
successful, laser surgery may be used to open up the tissue to provide proper fluid drainage.

2 tsps. cinnamon 
1/4 cup shortening 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped (for topping) 

Place apples and lemon juice in a large glass mixing 
bowl. Stir to coat apples well with lemon juice. Pour 
coated apples into a well-greased Pyrex 9 1/2-inch oven- 
proof glassware dish. 

In the mixing bowl, combine remaining ingredients 
except cream, mix thoroughly and spread over the top of the 
apples. Press down with a spatula. 

Bake about 50 minutes at 350 degrees. 

Serve hot or cold, topped with whipped cream.

For this fall, employment 
prospects are most probable 
in non-durable goods 
manufacturing and 
education. Less favorable 
projections are seen in 
construction and services. 

Nationally, conditions 
continue to deteriorate as 23 
percent of firms interviewed 
plan to increase hiring, 
while 11 percent expect 
workforce reductions. In the 
year-end quarter last year, 26 
percent said they would 
increase and 9 percent 
planned cutbacks. However, 
this data does not suggest 
the onset of recession. 

By industry: 
Construction 

Although the 
Construction industry slows 
to a crawl during the fourth 
quarter, the present level of 
anticipated hiring indicates a 
negative outlook, as 17 
percent plan additional 
hiring but 20 percent say 
they expect employment 
declines. The situation is 
the First negative year-end 
outlook among construction 
firms in eight years. 
Manufacturing — 
Durable Goods 

At the close of a sluggish 
year, little hiring 
enthusiasm is shown. As 
was the case in the first 
three quarters, staffing plans 
are clearly below those of 
1987-89, Conditions are 
more extreme in the 



Northeast, while Midwest 
manufacturers anticipate 
activity close to that of the 
end of 1989. 
Manufacturing — 
Nondurable Goods 

The continuing demand 
for workers as seen during 
the past two years is 
waning in 1990. While 21 
percent say their 
employment will increase, 
10 percent intend to decrease 
job rolls. 

Transportation and 
Public Utilities 

A somewhat stagnant 
employment picture takes a 
turn for the worse at year- 
end. Only 17 percent said 
they would be recruiting 
new staff and 10 percent 
anticipate staff declines. 
Hiring patterns in this 
industry customarily arc not 
subject to wide swings from 
year to year, but the present 
outlook lags behind all 
other quarters iii over seven 
years. 

Wholesale and 
Retail Trades 

Always the most 
aggressive employers in the 
year-end holiday season, the 
Wholesale and Retail Trades 
are less optimistic than 
usual. A total of 32 percent 
say they will add employers 
and 9 percent plan cutbacks 
in the upcoming season. 
Although those who foresee 
a decline approximate the 
results in earlier years, the 
hiring activity is below 



seasonal expectations. 

Finance, Insurance and 
Real Estate 

Beset by industry 
problems, the Finance, 
Insurance and Real Estate 
firms are attempting to 
maintain present 
employment levels. Only 
14 percent plan further 
hiring and 11 percent are 
slimming down their 
employee rolls. The picture 
is substantially behind any 
recent quarter. 

Education — 
Public and Private 

Education employers 
continue a long-term staff 
rebuilding trend that began 
in mid-1987. In this 
seasonally active mid- 
school year period, 24 
percent said they are 
continuing hiring activities. 
Only 7 percent plan to 
decrease staff. While below 
fourth quarter levels of the 
past two years, the sector is 
still one of the most 
optimistic. 

Services 

Services firms are once 
again among the 
employment leaders, albeit 
at a level below similar 
quarters of prior years. In 
the coming three months, 
22 percent intend increasing 
staff and only 8 percent 
predict lower employment 
levels.

Residents may remember 
the day they walked into a 
store and paid good money 
for a mailbox for their 
home. And, 'like the rest of 
the property around their 
house, they thought it 
belonged to them. 

It docs, of course, but 
what some postal customers 
don't realize is that every 



letter box or other receptacle 
intended or used for the 
receipt or delivery of mail is 
designated an authorized 
depositor for mail under 

federal law. This means 
that, legally, except for a 
single exception, your 

mailbox must be used 
exclusively for matter

County OKs Loon Lake Special Service District

The Lake County Board 
voted to establish the 
Special 8 Service DisL in 
the Loon Lakes area after a 
week of deliberation and 
much controversy between 
residents that supported the 
establishment of the district 
and those that were dead set 
against the district. 

The Lake County Board 
voted three times, once to 
accept the states attorney's 
opinion, 13-7; another 
passing the ordinance 
establishing the district, 16- 
4; and a third time on the 
levy ordinance, 16-4. 

According to Bill Baron of 
the Lake County 
Administrator's Office, the 
next move is to file the 
$50,000 levy and then the 
Loon Lakes Management 
Assn., along with the Lake 
County Health Dcpt will 
set the first year's budget 
up. This will be an annual 
procedure. 

Many residents, both pro 
and con, were at the County 
Board meeting on Tuesday, 
each trying to sway the 
County Board to their way 
of thinking. 

The county's approval 
sets a precedent in creating 
the first lakes cleanup 
service district in Lake 
County. 

This will be a separate 
taxing body. The county 
will collect the taxes with 
approximately $50,000 per 
year expected from the Loon 
Lake area, and will appoint 
residents, most probably 
from the lake associations 
in the area, to decide how 
the money is spent. 



County Board member 
Suzi Schmidt, well-known 
environmentalist, voted for 
the district, but she adds, "I 
think we should have 
looked into the watershed 
itself since that's what has 
the impact on the lake. 

Residents of the Eagles 
Nest Subdivision on the 
west side of Rte. 83, with 
Loon Lake on the east side, 
claimed that their area was 
put into the district because 
of the higher tax base their 
more expensive homes 
would bring to the district. 

Schmidt says Eagles Nest 
went into the district 



because it is in the same 
watershed, ergo lawns 
fertilized in Eagles Nest 
could eventually affect the 
lake through drainage. 

Schmidt also said that the 
county health department 
would be pleased by the 
district's establishment 
because, "The Envi- 
ronmental Health Dcpt. has 
only been able to do what 
they could towards lake 
cleanup because there was 
no money available."

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Now is a good time to 
plan for weed control. Weed 
control at this time will 
not only eliminate peren- 
nial weeds which have ex- 
isted for years, but also 
eliminate weeds which have 
germinated this past spring 
and summer. 

The plants to concentrate 

on now are the broadleaf 

perennial weeds. Examples 

of these arc: dandelion, 

plantain, and dock. Select 

herbicides which contain 

cither 2, 4-D. MCPP, 

dicamba, or a combination. 

Read and follow directions 

on the label. 
Certain procedures, when 

followed, can improve the 
effectiveness of the herbi- 
cide. Do not mow the lawn 
for four to five days before 
applying herbicide and avoid 
mowing for another one to 
days afterwards. If using a 
spray, do not water for 24- 
hours after treatment. Also, 



Fall is good time to control lawn weeds 



plan to spray when no rain- 
fall is expected during that 
time period. The best tem- 
perature range for applica- 
tion is between 65 degrees 
and 85 degrees during the 
day. The soil should be 
moist at this time. Fall is a 
safer time than spring to do 
week control around orna- 
mentals. 

Herbicides can be in the 
forms of liquids or powders 
which are mixed with water 
then applied as a spray. 
Another approach is to ap- 
ply a granular herbicide 
which may be already com- 
bined with a fertilizer. The 
granules are applied to the 

lawn with a fertilizer 
spreader. Read the' directions 
on the container carefully. 
Make sure your spreader is 
in proper working order and 

be sure to clean it after- 
wards. 
- When applying fertilizer. 



make sure the amount is 
correct for the area. Too 
much nitrogen may burn 
the lawn and increase the 
occurrence of some lawn 
diseases. Too little nitrogen 
will not encourage the fall 
growth of the grass to fill 
in thins areas. Cool season 
grasses such as blucgrass 
and fescues grow best when 
the solid is warm and night 
temperatures arc cool. Uni- 
form coverage of fertilizer is 
needed for the best overall 

lawn appearance. Many fer- 
tilizers contain some slow 
release nitrogen. This en- 
sures uniform availability 
of nitrogen during the fall 
growing season. 

Grassy perennial weeds 
need to be spot treated. Use 
a nonselective herbicide 
such as one containing 
glyphosphate. Avoid herbi- 
cide contact with any desir- 
able material. 



Mow blucgrass lawns at 

a height of 2 1/2 to 3 
inches. Weed seeds will 

have a harder time getting 
established. The lawn will 



not only look better but the 
roots will become stronger 
and the plant, on the whole, 
will be less stressed. 

Prccmcrgent control, that 
which stops growth of weed 



seeds, in general is applied 
in the very early spring for 
control of cool season 
weeds and in mid-spring for 
control of warm season an- 
nual weeds.

Forest Preserve to condemn Epstein property 



The Land Acquisition 
Committee of the Lake 
County Forest Preserve 
Dist, rejected a settlement 

proposal on 427 acres of 
farmland east of Wauconda 
which would have preserved 
over 45 percent of the 
property as recreational 
open space using private 
funds. 

The Acquisition 
Committee instead con- 



firmed its intention to ac- 
quire the property through 
condemnation proceedings, 
possibly costing the county 
up to $11 million. 

Laurie G. Epstein, a ex- 
ecutor and daughter of John 
H. Epstein, deceased, ex- 
pressed her disappointment. 

"The district's insistence on 
spending public money for 
farm property that has little 
ecological value makes no 



sense. Under our proposal, 
the district could preserve 
the wetlands and provide 
recreational open space at 
no cost to the district. I'm 

certainly not against the 
concept of open space. In 

fact, I'm all for it and am 
very active in a wildlife 

preservation group. I just 
feel that landowners should 
be given the opportunity to 
cooperate with the Forest 



Preserve Dist. to achieve 
mutually satisfactory uses 
for their property." 

The proposal was pre- 
sented to members of the 
committee at their meeting 
on Aug. 31 by the owners 
and their contract purchaser, 
Roy D. Gottlieb, a well- 
known developer in Lake 
County with a proven track 
record of ecologically 
sensitive development. The 



Epstein proposal includes 
development of a 150-acrc 
golf course that would be 
available to the public, the 
preservation of all major 
wetlands, a resort conference 
center catering to private 

business seminars and con- 
ferences rather than off-thc- 

strect traffic, and single- 
family homes averaging 

half-acre lots around the 
golf course. The golf course 



and wetlands would com- 
prise over 45 percent of the 
427 acres. 

At the condemnation trial, 
scheduled for the fall, the 
court will determine the 
market value of the land 
based on expert testimony 
introduced by the district 
and the owners. The owners 
expect the value to be close 
to $11 million based on 
comparable sales for devel- 
opable land in the area.
